OTTAWA, April 12.—No_ redue- 
tion in war pensions, but enactment 
of legislation which would effect 
desired economies without disrupt- 
ing the present pension situation, is 
under consideration by the govern- 
ment. Proposals that the income 
tax be applied to pensions and 
that, after a definite “deadline” no 
more dependents be added to the 
pensions list have replaced the gov- 
ernment's move to suspend pay- 
ment of pensions to war-pensioner: 
in the civil service. 

The new plan is understood to 
have the approval of representa- 
tives of the associated veterans now 
in conference here. 


SMALL MAN UNDISTURBED 


According to the ex-servicemen, 
the chief merit of the new economy 
it will not af- 


lies in the fact that 
fect existing pensioners, or at all 
events only those whose income 1s 


sufficiently large to bring them un- 
der the operations of the income 
tax. The small-salaried pensioners 
would not be disturbed. 

With regard to the second pro- 


vision under consideration, its 
savings are projected into the 
future. Dependents now receiving 


pension woald not have their allow- 
ances cut off, but, after a certain 
date yet to be set, no new depend- 
ent pensions would be granted 


AUTOMMATICALLY CUT OFF 
This means that this particular 
disbursement would immediately 
begin to discline as children of pen- 
sioners came of age and were auto- 
matically cut off. Hitherto the bal- 
ance has been more than maintained 
as the birth of nev d >endents ex- 
ceeded the number coming of age. 
The general conierence which was

weeks ago and which was to be 
summoned between the government 


and the asociated ve.erans before 
any action was taken with regard to 
the budget proposals respecting 


pensions has not yet taken place. 


DEBT ACT CHANGE | 


MADE IN HOUSE 


A last minute amendment to the 
new Debt Adjustment Act, intro- 
duced by Hon. J. F. Lymburn, K.C., 
attorney-general, just prior to the 
measure being finally ratified by 
the legislature, provided that in- 
stead of the Act coming into force 
an assent, it would beconfe effec- 
tive on proclamation. 

If the original clause had stood, 
the Act would have come into force 
on Tuesday night when assent was 
given by His Honor Lieut.-Gov. W. 
L. Walsh. 

As it is now, assent having been 
given, it will not be made effective 
until the government says so. 


Speaking to the amendment, Pre- | 


mier J. E. Brownlee said that the 


government had no ulterior motive | 


in bringing it in. But, in the Act 
there was provision for setting up 
the Debt Adjustment Board. If the 
Act came into force on assent, 
meant the Board would have to be 
ready to function within 24 hours. 


By proclaiming the Act the govern- | 


ment would have a little time to 


consider the appointees to the 
Board. 
Various other minor amendments | 


were made to other bills prior to 
being finally ratified.

Nine countries have been invited to send repre- 
sentatives to Washington to discuss with President 
Roosevelt measures to get world trade moving 
again. They will not meet in formal conference, 
but will discuss matters in the free and easy atmos- 
phere of informal conversations.

“Between cautious business and cautious public 
authorities, the total savings are no longer being 
used, and they cannot last, they have no enduring 
power, they melt away into deflation and increased 
unemployment.” 

This was written in England, with no direct 
reference to Canada, but it could hardly describe 
more accurately what has been and is going on 
here. Business enterprise has stopped making new 
investments, through fear. But municipalities, 
provinces, and the Dominion are doing precisely 
the same thing. As a_ result of this all-round 
“economy” savings are not being set at work, un- 
used purchasing power is dying with the passing 
of time, deflation proceeds, and unemployment 
spreads 

Governments should step into the breach. use 
their credit, and do their heavy spending when 
individuals are hoarding and when corporations 
refuse to employ the hoarded purchasing power. 
That is the only way to level out the “ups” and 
“downs” and maintain some reasonable uniformity 
in prices, wages, employment and conditions. 

And that of course can only be done through 
intelligent management of the currency. So long as 
the Canadian dollar is hitched to gold, everything 
else must go down or up according as gold goes up 
or down

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Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank MeCoy. 


COLITIS MAY BE OF SEVERAL TYPES 
‘The digestive tract, including the stomach and 


intestines, is all one long tube and, when there is 
trouble in any part of it, the ther parts are likely 
to be disturbed. Thus, when we find inflammation 
in the colon, we are also likely to find irritation in 
the stomach and small intestines. This is what hap- 
pens in colitis in which digestive disturbances are 
prominent. These may be so severe as to intericre 
with assimilation and cause the colitis patient to | 
lose weight. There may be other vague symptoms 
such as poor circulation leading to chilliness and 
numbness of the extremities, heartburn, rapid beat- 
ing of the heart, shaking, trembling, sold chilis, 
nervous sweats and feclings of anxiety. Attacks of 
diarrhea may alternate with extreme constipation. 
The patient at first suffers from the excessive 
elimination and then from extreme costiveness. 
Piles or hemorrhoids are often found. In the or- 
dinary case the patient may notice several acute 
attacks which cleared up from time to time before 
the chronic form developed. 

An acute attack of colitis may be brought on 
by several exciting factors. Some of these are 
meals containing wrong food combinations, indi- 
gestible foods, foods which lack roughage, the tak- 
ing of strong laxatives and the use of such drugs as 
The swallowing of sharp ob-

arsenic or mercury 

jects is responsible in a few cases. 
any of these factors the mucous membrane be- 
comes irritated and throws out an unusual amount 
of mucous, the same’as happens when the nose is 
irritated during an acute cold; fact, mucous 
colitis should be considered a catarrhal disorder. 


SPASTIC COLITIS 


A spastic colitis refers to a contraction of some 
of the muscles of the colon due to continued irrita- 
tion by toxic material. The contraction or muscuiar 
spasm may be present at all times, in which case 
it is called a tonic contraction, or it may be persent 
only a short time, in which case it is called a || 
clonic contraction. In spastic colitis the normal | 
functioning is more disturbed than with plain 
colitis. Generally speaking, when one part of the 
intestines is contracted, other parts will be found 
to lack normal tone and are, therefore, flabby. In | 
spastic colitis the nerves which control the normal | 
squeezing by being irritated cause a tightening of 
the muscles in the wall of the intestines. There 
are two sets'of meryes which carry messages to 
the bowels, one set to squeeze tighter while the 
others carry a message to relax. These alternating 
messates set in motion series of waves which 
constitute normal peristalsis for the porpose of 
moving the intestinal contents along. With spastic 
colitis the sets of nerves which cause the squeering 
are overstimulated, producing a muscular contrac- 
tion. When the waves or peristalsis reach this 
point, the patient is aware of the disturbance be- 
cause of the distress signals of pain coming from

the intestinal nerves. The usual result is that the | 
patient learns to look for these distress signals and | 
becomes neurasthenic, being keenly aware of his | 
abdominal region all of the time 
ULCERATIVE COLITIS | 
Sometimes the tender inflamed areas break || 
down into lucers and develop pus. The cause of || 
this condition is similar to that of other types of | 
colitis, but it is more chronic and dangerous and a || 
longer period of dieting is required. '

Memories of a fistic trail that 
carried an Edmonton boy from 
the obscurity of East Side gyms 
to the top flight of the world’s 
lightweight boxers were recalled 


yesterday as the sunshine of 
early-afternoon feund its way 
through mellowing windows of 


All Saints Pro-Cathedral onto the 
last earthly rites for Clonie Tait, 
as grand a little fighter as this 
country has called champion in 
two decades. 

Sliver-haired men who had 
watched Tait's rise from nowhere 
to ranking stardom with world 
champions; boys, now grown to 
matarity, who had idolized him 
as only youngsters can; friends 
and advisers of his early days— 
all were there to pay their last 
respects, and many were the re- 
collections that came fluttering 
back to cach of them as Canon 
Pierce-Goulding pronounced the 
last tribute. 


For Clonie was a great boxer 
in his day. From amateur ranks 
he gained an impressive record, 
he blossomed forth as a profes- 
sional in 1916. a win over Rough- 
house Charlie Burns starting him 
off well in his chosen field. He 
climbed steadily following that 
his tutelage under Louis “Kid” 
Scaler and better opposition right 
along serving to bring his into the 
top-noteh class of this Dominion’s 


fighters. In July of 1917, he fin- 
ally earned for himself a bout 
with Johnny O'Leary for the 
Canadian c npionship. This he 


won in convincing fashion to take 


the title, in future defence of 
which he was never beaten in a 
Canadian ring Then followed 


bouts with most of the outstand- 
ing lightweights in the United 
States at that time. In these he 
experienced more than ordinary 
success and was ranked with the 
few best in his weight-class when 
he retired to manage a number of 
outstanding boxers in New York, 
where he lived until his death on 
April 8

the years—and that. in itself, 


was a respectful tribute to the de- 
parted fighter.
